Undoubtedly, one inevi- 
table result of war is to promote delinquencies of various sorts, 
and, perhaps, when the body of the adult population goes away to 
battle, as is now the case in Europe^ this

marked among children. But the. startling descent, said to have 
occurred in Berlin, is scarce to be taken the measure of national 
in fact half.world wide, conditions. What ,s said may not be true 
in half, nor even in'great part, thought a degree likely. Berlin, is 
just hoW in an exceptional situation.
